58 die 
in Iran ’s 
clashes 

Martial law 
for 6 months 

_™«AN. Stg t 8 (Acn- 
etca) — Troops find into a 
crowd of several thousand antt- 
govemkuent demonstrators in 
Tehran Friday. The govern- 
meat said 58 peroons woe kflh 
ed and 265 wounded, bat nor 
official reports claimed as many 
as 16© people dead. 

The clashes came just hours 
sfter the government imposed 
a six -month martial law in the 
capital and 11 other cities. 

There was no immarUatn con- 
firmation of reports that as 
many as 1,000 demonstrators, 
and religious and political lea- 
ders were arrested in the first 
day of martial law. 

Conservative religious leaders . 
of the Shiite sect, the majority 
religious faction in Iran, have 
led a steadily growing revolt 
against changes in strict Mus- 
lim laws engineered by Shah 
Muhammad Reza Pahlavi. 

The Shah's program Included, 
distribution to peasants of lands 
owned by the clergy, gave wo- 
men the vote and allowed them 
to discard veils and attend 

untveeuctes* 

A wide spectrum of oppo- 
nents. including radical leftists 
described by the Shah as 
Marxist have massed under the 
banner of the Muslim religious 
leaders, wfab are «nnp ni gning 
for strict adherence to Islamic 
law. • 

The demonstrators set fire to "* 
several buildings, gasoline sta- 
tions and department stores and 
tried to pull down statues. That 
section of the city also includes 
Baharestan, the parliament 
square. 

“As they fled from the scene, 
they burnt down anythmg they 
could find that was flammable, ” 
said one witness. 

Martial law was imposed on 
Jaxaj and Qazvin near Tehran, 
the holy city of Qom south of 
the capital, the holy city of 
Mashhad in the northeast, Tab- 
riz In the northwest, Ahvaz and 
Abadan in die southwest, Shi- 
raz, Kazerun and Jahrom in 
the south, and the big central 
city of Isfahan, which has been 
under martial law for nearly a 
month already. 

The six-months martial Jaw 
proclamation was the first such 
step in Iran in 25 years. Within 
hours military officers took up 
their new positions and duties, 
including suspension of a spe- 
cial edition of the newspaper 
“Etteiaat" Friday afternoon. 
Normally “Etteiaat" has no 
Friday edition, but one was 
planned on the day’s notings 
and dashes. 

The military governor, four- 
star Gen. Gholam-AH Ovist, 
issued a statement advising ttJfc 
4± million people of the capi- 
tal to abide by martial law and 
adapt themselves to regulations 
which included: 

—Curfew from 9 pun. to 5 
a.m. local time (1800 to 0200 
GMT). 

—bio gathering of more than 
two persons. 

— No aims carried by civi- 
lians or even off duty officers. 
—Bus and domestic airline

BAHRAIN, Sept. S (Agen- 
cies)— Japanese Prime Muns- 
ter Takeb Fukuda arrives Sat- 
urday in Qatar, the second 
stop on his tour of four ma- 
jor oil exporting countries on. 
the Gulf which supply Japan . 
with most of its requirement 
for crude oiL 

Fukuda, the first Japanese 
head of government to tour 
the Middle East, will arrive 
in the capital of Doha e&dy 
Saturday from Shiraz in sou- 
thern Iran. 

He is to visit the United 
Arab Emirates and the King- 
dom after Qatar. 

Iran and Japan ..stressed clo- 
ser economic cooperation bat 
signed no new specific agree- 
ments. 

A joint communique Thurs- 
day said Fukuda and Iranian 
Premier Jaafar Sharif Emanu 
agreed during two rounds of 
talks to continue close coope- 
ration in Iranian oil sales to 
Japan, which account for 
about 30 per cent of Japan’s 
oO impests. 

They also agreed on more 
consistent efforts in the traiB- 
fer of technology from Japan 
to Iran — a [>oint insisted on

Bilateral trade worth $6.17 
billion last year in Iran's fa- 
vor. should be expanded, the 
communique said. 

Japan is Iran’s largest for- 
eign market and the commu- 
nique said the premier agreed 
that exports of Iranian ma- 
nufactured goods should be 
increased. 

Fukuda told a news confer- 
ence Thursday night that the 
decline in Japan’s economic 
growth rate meant Japan nee- 
ded more light oQ in place of 
Iranian heavy crude, which is 
more expensive than crude 
from other countries. 


Fukuda said he was confi- 
dent that stable supplies of 
Iranian oil to Japan would be 
resumed and referred to pros- 
pects of natural gas exports 
from Japanese-built plants un- 
der a long-term contract which 
starts in 1982. 

Fukuda had an hour-long 
audience and lunch with the 
Shah Thursday before his final 
talks with the premier. • 

The communique also said 
Japan showed “full understan- 
ding” of Iran's policy that se- 
curity in the Gulf should be 
the concern of Gulf states with- 
out outside interference. 

Fukuda, at a news confer- 
ence earlier, described the area 
as a “lifetime for Japan ” 
which Tokyo had always re- 
garded as -of vital economic 
importance. 

Japanese oil imports for 
immediate consumption are 
expected to rise by nearly five 
per cent" this year to an ave- 
rage of about five million bar- 
rels a day.

WASHING ION, Sept 8 (APj — fhe investment or 
bullions ox dollars by oil-producing nations in the United Sta- 
tes poses no threat io American interests and may actuary 
neip strengthen me douar overseas, a U^>. treasury Depart- 
ment official said. 

F. Lisle Wicfanau, a deputy assistant secretary tor inter- 
national monetary an airs, sougnt to answer fears audit toe 
level ot control and influence which countries kke Saudi Ara- 
oxa among the Organization of Petroleum Exporting Countries 
augnt exert as tneir level of UJS. investments increase. 

“We do not view OPEC investments in me Ubi. as a 
threat to our economic or political independence," Widman 
said. 

“To the contrary," Widman said in testimony before a 
House subcommittee on international cooperation, “they are 
important to the financing of the U.S. balance ot payments 
deficit and the strength of the dollar.” 

Widman said the Saudi Arawan government has advised 
that at do time will its investments reach over 5 per cent of 
me voting stock of any U S- company. 

He said that while Middle Eastern countries now have 
about $36 billion invested in U-S. companies,, “their total

Most of the OPEC nations have invested in U.S. govern- 
ment securities, and those holdings make up less than 3 per 
cent of total Treasury Department securities, Widman noted. 
.He said deposits by oil-producing nations in big U.5. banks 
total about S per cent of total deposits. 

Widman also said that only about SI billion of the oil 
money has gone into real estate and other direct purchases 
of property. 

But in the last two years, Widman said, the declining inter- 
national demand for oil and increased imports of 0P£G 
nations have sharply reduced their surplus, which totaled S180 
billion from 1973 through 1977. The 1977 surplus OPEC bil- 
lion dollars will probably be halved this year, he added. 

Beyond 1979, predictions of cash surpluses among the rich 
oil countries will be “highly lenous,” the treasury official 
said 

In tact, Widman said, some OPEC nations are running 
temporary trade deficits and have been borrowing in the 
international money market. * 

Because of the declining demand for OPEC oil, revenues 
to the producing nations is expected to fall off by about $5 
billion this year, he said.- 


Minister’s 
office in 
Beirut hit 

BEIRUT, Sept, 8 (Agencies) 
— Education Minister Assaad 
Rizk escaped death when a 
bomb explosion rocked his offi- 
ce in west Beirut Friday. 

The .explosion ripped Rizk’s 
office to shreds, damaged a 
six-meter-high wall and an ad- 
jacent office block* 
Rfcjrhihiself was out of the 
office when the bomb went off. 

No casualty report was im- 
mediately available, and the 
explosion was believed connec- 
ted with Rizk 's decision to 
postpone yearend preparatory 
and high school examinations 
indefinitely. 

The postponement, announ- 
ced Thursday night, was promp- 
ted by conditions of insecurity 
throughout Lebanon, Rizk said. 

Nationalist political groups 
and newspapers said the deci- 
sion was imposed on Rizk by 
right-wing leaders, whose stu- 
dents-turaed militia men were 
unprepared for the exams. 

Rightist militias have been 
locked in off-and-on clashes 
with Syria forces of the 
Arab League peacekeeping 
array in the Christian enclave 
northeast of Beirut. 

Rizk told a press conference 
Thursday that examination 
monitors and other education, 
ministry officers were “too fri- 
ghtened to attend the exams," 
originally scheduled for Sept. 9. 

The postponement affects 
some 65,000 university, high 
school and preparatory school 
students, most of whom live in 
Muslim areas in West Beirut 
and South Lebanon. 

Students from Christian quar- 
ters in east Beirut and provin- 
ces in northeast Lebanon were 
unprepared for the yearend 
exams because their families 
■have been displaced since the 
Syrian-Christian fighting broke 
out July 1. 

The American University of 
Beirut (AUB), In the compara- 
tively safer west Beirut area, 
managed to stage its yearend 
examinations on schedule, how- 
ever, 

Rlzk said instructions will be 
issued to the Lebanese Univer- 
sity and the French-oriented 
Saint Joseph University to faci- 
litate the enrollment of high 
school students in freshman 
classes “under whatever condi- 
tions these universities deem 
convenient” 

Syrian peacekeeping forces 
Friday pounded right-wing mili- 
tia emplacements in the hea- 
viest flare-up in the east Beirut 
sector, Prelmunaiy reports put 
casualties at five civilians kill- 
ed and 13 wounded. 

The peacekeeping command 
issued a communique accusing 
the militia e of kidnapping two 
Syrian soldiers near the Chris- 
tian quarter of Ashrafleh. 

It said the militias opened 
intense sniper fire on the 
Syrian positions along the so- 
called green line that divides 
Beirut into nationalist and 
rightist halves. 

“The forces returned fire," 
the communique added. 

The latest fighting began at 
six pm. (1500 GMT) and was 
raging over a wide area an 
hour later, residents said., 
it followed a day of sporadic

Carter sees Begin, 
Sadat seperately 

CAMP DAVID, Maryland Sept. 8 (Agencies) — U.S. P rest deni Jimmy Carter called 
in Israeli Prime Minister Mena hem Begin and Egyptian President Anwar Sadat for sepa- 
rate meetings Friday but mere was no uilicia] word on how the Midcast summit was nro- 


The negotiating atmosphere 
was said privately to be good, 
with aH three participants 
speaking frankly and dealing 
directly with the fundamental 
issues in dispute. 

Jody Powell, the White 
House spokesman, told repor- 
ters they could assume Carter 
had some thoughts to convey 
to Begin and Sadat. But Powell 
declined to provide any de- 
tails. 

“He has certainly been par- 
ticipating actively in the dis- 
cussions,” Powell said. *1 am 
sure be has contributions to 
make.” 

In setting up the summit. 
Carter agreed to accept the 
role of “full partner," as urg- 
ed by Sadat, but at the same 
time administration officials 
have said the U.S. president 
does not intend to impose a 
peace plan in Lhe Mideast. 

When the three leaders are 
together, it was learned, Carter 
sometimes sits back and lets 
them deal directly with each 
other. The net effect is that 
direct negotiations, broken oil 
by Egypt eight months ago, 
have been resumed. 

Cairo had said there would 
be no direct dealing with Is- 
rael until there was a commit- 
ment to withdraw from terri- 
tories occupied from the Arabs 
■in the 1967 war. 

Israeli occupation of the 
these lands, on the West Bank 
of the Jordan River and in 
Gaza is one of the key issues 
in dispute. Others are peace 
terms, the future of the Pales- 
tinian Arabs and Jewish settle- 
ments beyond pre-1967 borders. 

As the weekend approached 
the pace of the summit slack- 
ened a bit 

It was not immediately clear 
why Carter had changed the 
format at the summit with Sa- 
dat and Be^n for at least the 
next two days. 

But Powell said it was not 
linked to the Muslim holy day 
Friday and the Jewish Sabbath 
Saturday. 

The White House said it did 
not expect chat the three lea- 
ders would get together again 
until Sunday at the earliest. 

Carter and the two Middle 
East government heads met 
three times for a total of seven 
hours on Wednesday and 
Thursday, the first two full 
days of the conference. 

“it is my impression that Lhe 
personal relationships among 
all three are good," Powell 
said. 

The tactical change was 
signalled Thursday night when 
Carter and Sadat held a two- 
and-one-half hour meeting. 

Powell advised that no spe- 
cial significance should be read 
into it, saying that bilateral 
contacts might be more pro- 
ductive than three-way meet- 
ings from time to time. 

He agreed with a suggestion 
put to him at a press briefing 
that President Carter had be- 
gun to discuss with each of the 
Middle East leaders his own 
ideas for breaking the impasse 
in Egyptian -Israel i peace nego- 
tiations. 

“You can assume he has had 
some thoughts to convey," 
Powell said. 

Before conferring separately 
with the Middle East leaders. 
Carter took stock of the sum- 
mit’s progress at a meeting with 
Vice President Waiter Mon- 
dale, Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance, Defense Secretary Har- 
old Brown and Security Affairs 
adviser Zbigniew Brzezinski. 

With information at a mini- 
mum, a group of Palestinian 
Americans took the opportunity, 
to present their case for a 
Palestinian voice in negotia- 
tions. 

At a news conference out- 
side the summit press center 
in Thurmont, Maryland, lea- 
ders of the Palestine human 
rights campaign" accused Israel 
of torturing Palestinian child- 
ren and took a- wait-and-see 
attitude toward Sadat. 

Dr. Hisbam Sharabi, 
a Georgetown University pro-' 
fessor, called on Carter “to 
stand firm” in the negotiations 
for a Palestinian homeland and 
their legitimate rights.

Syria cautions Arabs 
over supporting talks 


DAMASCUS, Sept. & (Agen- 
cies) — Syrian newspapers Fri- 
day warned what it called hesi- 
tant Arab leaders against sup- 
porting the Camp David sum- 
mit. 

The semi-official “AJ-Thaw* 
ra" said the summit was aimed 
at “creating a proper atmos- 
phere for hesitant Arabs to 
declare their support for the 
meeting. In other words to en- 
dorse American-lsraeli plans 
for the region." 

It added that the Arab mas- 
ses had taken into account the 
stand of hesitant Arabs and 
“warn , them of announcing 
their support for any decision 


that may be taken at Camp 
David." 

Al-Baaih, organ of the Baath 
Party, said “other Arab and 
non-Arab" countries io ihe re- 
gion were also expected io join 
me alliance, 

‘The silence and hesitation 
of some Arabs and the support 
of others, although in secret, for 
(President Anwar) Sadat has 
encouraged the ruler of Egypt 
to persist in his plot against 
the Arab nation and its fu- 
ture,” it added.

Israeli news leaks said 
to cause strain with U.S . 


CAIRO, Sqpt. 8 (API — 
The semi-official “Al-Ahram” 
newspaper said Friday that Is- 
raeli leaks of news and pho- 
tographs from the Camp Da- 
vid meeting had caused "the 
first crisis” between the United 
States and IsraeL 

The Americans, who are 
playing, host to the tripartite 
summit, had imposed a ban on 
news and photos except for 
periodical briefings by While 
Hotfie spokesman Jody Po- 
well The Israelis, according to 
“Al-Ahram,” had leaked pho- 
tos and revealed proposals at- 
tributed to the United States. 

The proposals were said to 
call for Arab sovereignty over 
the West Bank and Gaza Snip 
after a five-year interim period, 
during which the two areas 
would remain under Israeli 
rnl& They also ask for main- 
taining existing Israeli settle- 
ments on the condition that no 


new ones are buih, the paper 
said. 

In a banner beadline, the pa- 
per said, “Carter presents new 
ideas and alternatives.” These 
“new ideas" are now being stu- 
died by Egyptian President An- 
war Sadat and Israeli Premier 
Men a hem Begin, and will be 
reformulated after each leader 
presents his modifications, the 
paper said. 

In its first attack on Begin 
since the summit convened, the 
state-owned “Al-Ahram” said, 
“Begin comes to Camp David 
not to participate in finding a 
peace agreement, but to chan- 
ge his image with the Ameri- 
can people.”

U.S. to build Kingdom 
$460m defense center 

WASHINGTON. Sept. S (AP) — The United States is to 
build a new headquarters for the Ministry of Defense and 
Aviation in Riyadh, according tc* the U.S. Defense De- 
partment. 

The department has told the U.S. Congress, Saudi -Arabia 
would pay the United States S460 million to construct 
“modern, functional and atiractice offices (which) will be 
the Saudi equivalent of the Pentatcn." 

In a paper to congressional committees, the department will 
include office space, a cafeteria, mosque, auditorium, airium, 
underground command center, 1,600-car parking gartage, 
suqs, gatehouses, mechanical and electrical equipment build- 
ings and all required roads, paving, utilities, landscaping and 
sitework. 

Since 1975, the United Stales has been helping the Saudi 
Arabian army. Navy and air force build an entire new com- 
plex of ports, training camps, mechanical shops as part of 
a long-term effort to modernize the Saudi armed forces. 

The total so far of such construction work, supervised by 
the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers, is nearly $6 biBion. 

In addition to the new Pentagon-type headquarters, the 
Defense Department has notified Congress that Saudi Arabia 
wants to spend 2711 million for additional naval support 
‘structures, including housing, roads and channels and $35 ■ 
million for a power plant. I

In its strongest verbal attack 
on the rightists so far, Damas- 
cus this week urged tbe Leba- 
nese government to try the 
leaders of the powerful Phalan- 
gist and Naiional Liberal parties 
on charges of high treason for 
dealing with Israel.

Ahmed Iskander reaffirmed his

"We believe that it is our 
national and humanitarian duty 
to rid our innocent brothers in 
Lebanon of tbe evils of these 
two parties," he said.

Security forces mobilized

Carter okays 
oil drilling 
sale to Soviets 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 8

However, Senator Henry 
Jackson asked Carter to delay 
the export license pending 
hearings by the Defense In- 
vestigation Committee, which 
Jackson heads, on possible na- 
tional security implications.

SepL 8 
(Agencies) — The new inquiry 
into the 1963 Kennedy assassi- 
nation turned Thursday to me- 
dical evidence about the presi- 
dent's fatal head wound, in its 
bid to decide finally whether 
Lee Harvey Oswald was the

Was Kennedy shot from be- 
hind or in front, the House of 
Representatives Assassinations 
Committee sought to establish. 

For if a bullet entered the 
front of his head it might sug- 
gest a second gunman, a theo- 
ry ruled out by the earlier com- 
mission of injuiry under then 
Chief Justice Earl Warren. 

“The handling of President 
Kennedy’s treatment and auto- 
psy... ^by the doctors, the War- 
ren Commission and by the 
president's, family... has given 
rise to more questions on bis 
assassination than any other 
single factor." Robert Blakey, 
the new panels chief counsel, 
said. 

An example of this, he said. 


was that doctors at Parkland. 
Memorial Hospital in Dallas, 
Texas, where the president was 
taken after he was shot, have 
differed dramatically in their 
descriptions of his head wound. 

Among exhibits before the 
committee were President Ken- 
nedy’s coat, shirt and necktie 
and former Texas! Governor 
John Connally’s coat, shirt , and 
trousers. All were bloodstain- 
ed. -i. 

The committee Wednesday 
.heard Connally and his wife, 
who was also in the car with 
the president and Mrs- Kenne- 
dy, describe in emotional and 
ebamatic terms the shooting in 
Dallas on Nov. 22, 1963. 

Connally, who was critically 
wounded in the shooting, re- 
jected the theory that- more 
than one assassin was involved 
in the Kennedy assassination.

U.S. outlines technology swap plan 


WASKBNGTON, Sept. 8 
(Agencies) — Wholesale prices 
in the United States declined 
. for the first time -in two years 
last month, mainly owing to a 
sharp drop in food prices, the 
government reported Fric&y. 

The Labor Department’s in- 
dex of prices charged by pro- 
ducers of finished goods fdi 
0.1 per cent in August after a 
.0.5 per cent increase in July. 

The August decline left 
wholesale prices seven per cent 
higher than a year earlier. It 
was the first month that whole- 
sale prices fell since an 0.2 per 
cent drop in August 1976. The 
wholesale figures give a good 
iodkation of the infiationary 
pressures consumers will be 
Trnfinff in the months ahead.' 

Consumer prices — the usual 
yardstick for measuring infla- 
tion — rose at an annual rate 
of over'. 10 per cent in the first, 
half of 1978, but in -the last 
few months this has slowed 
down. The rise of inflation in j 
America- has been one of the 


major factors behind the dol- 
lar’s weakness on the world’s 
foreign exchange markets. 

The August fall in wholesale 
prices was mainly owing to a 
1.5 per cent drop in the price 
of food. The cost of fruit and 
vegetables fell even more 
sharply last month — 6.7 per 
cent. The price of consumer 
items other than food rose 0.4 
per cent in August. However, 
this was the smallest increase 
since February this year.

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Shapiro: The head 
of secret research 
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By Bob Lebtihg 
From Our Washington Bureau 

WASHINGTON 

The U.S. Energy Department 
has awarded a contract for 
secret defense-related fusion 
energy research to a unit head- 
ed by Dr. Zalman Shapiro, 
the man suspected to diverting 
200 pounds of bomb-grade 
uranium to Israel in the 1960$. 

The contract, awarded re- 
cently to Westinghouse Elec- 
tric Corp., is one of six laser 
fusion research projects accept- 
ed by the Energy Department.' 

The department says it is 
developing laser (or “intertia: 
confinement”) fusion technolo- 
gy “for defense applications 
and as a possible commercial 
power source.” 

Fusion technology is employ- 
ed in America’s top secret 
hydrogen bomb program. 

Shapiro heads the fusion 
power systems department of 
Westinghouse, the unit which 
wiH undertake the proposed 
research. 

The Energy Department said 
the six cost-reimbursable re- 
search contracts were the “first 
major effort to have private 
industry participate” ia that 
part of the laser fusion pro- 
gram which involves “classi- 
fied data.” 

In the 1960s, Shapiro was 
president of the Nuclear Mate- 
rials and Equipment Corp. 
(NUMEC), the firm respon- 
sible for the disappearance of 
over 200 pounds of highly en- 
riched bomb-grade uranium 
from its nuclear fuel plant in 
Apollo, Pennsylvania. 

This was the largest “loss” 
of nuclear material ever report- 
ed in the United States. The 
quantity is sufficient to build 
about 20 atomic bombs. 

Earlier this year, congression- 
al investigators developed a 
“strong opinion” that the misu- 
sing material had been divert- 
ed to Israel, for use in that 
country's nuclear weapons pro- 
gram. 


At least three official probes 
of NUMEC incide nt a re .cur- 
rently underway. 

The CIA told a number of 
Federal agencies in 1976 that 
it suspected the uranium had 
been smuggled out of Pennsyl- 
vania to Israel 

Carl Duckett, then director 
of the CIA's office of science 
and technology, reportedly told 
the nuclear regulatory com- 
mission that it was possible the 
nuclear material was smuggled ‘ 
out of Apollo with the help of 
Shapiro. 

Records of the Atomic Ener- 
gy commission, which conduct- 
ed its own inconclusive probe 
in the 1960s, confirmed that 
Shapiro had numerous busi- 
ness ties with the Israeli gov- 
ernment. 

After several investigations 
in the 1960s, including one by 
the FBI, Shapiro's security 
clearance was quietly allowed 
to expire. 

Renewed official interest in 
the NUMEC case this past year 
has led to three new. ongoing, 
probes by the Energy Depart- 
ment's inspector general, the 
FBI and the General Account- 
ing Office. 

Westinghouse bad no Imme- 
diate comment when question- 
ed about the possibility that 
Shapiro might pose a security 
risk in heading up the secret 
laser fusion research project. 

Energy Department source 
stressed that was “no conclu- 
sive proof’ that NUMEC had 
diverted bomb-grade uranium 
to Israel. 

The Energy Department said 
Westinghouse and the five

The Institute for Jewish Po- 
licy Planning and Researoh 
(UP)* body set up in 1971 by 
the Synagogue Council of 
■America, said the symposium 
scheduled for October, would 
■be “an effort by a small group 
of experts and well-informed 
laymen to think through some 
of the basic choices the U.S. 
must make as it develops its 
long-term relationship' with 
Saudi Arabia ” ■ 

“press wiU not be invited, 
the institute said. “Discussion 
and presentation will be on a 
ao^-attribution basis.’* 


The institute’s staff mil 
compile material from the sym- 
posium in a “short book de- 
signed to help thoughtful Ame- 
ricans to sort out the issues and 
evaluate realistic U.S. policy 
options.” 

Topics to be discussed in- 
clude: 

— the sources of Saudi 
power, both in terms of the 
Kingdom's “large oil reserves” 
and its “large and growing fin-

— - the scope and limitation 
of economic possibilities avail- 
able to Saudi Arabia, 

— “the developing military ’

WASHINGTON— 
Recent nnnors in Washington 
that Carter would agree to the 
presence of American troops 
in the West Bank and the Ga- 
za Strip leads logically to the 
question of American, support 
for such a move. Even if the 
rumor of such a proposal were 
proven to be just another gam- 
bit in Carter’s verbal strategy, 
the question of American sup- 
port for Israel is always timely 
and significant 

Certainly, one would say, 
America’s co mmit ment to Is- 
rael's security is unquestiona- 
ble. Since Truman recognized 
the existanoe of the new Je- 
wish state in 1948 with the 
apology, “Gentlemen, almost 
none of my constituents are 
Arab,” Israel has been confi- 
dent that American public opi- 
nion goaded when necessary by 
pro-Israel interest groups, 
would solidly support its con- 
tinued well-being. 

Since Eisenhower’s interjec- 
tion of American persuasion to * 
Egyptian-Israeli fighting 
led the way to continued Ame- 
rican involvement in the Mid- 
dle East conflict, headlines in 
American newspapers and ma- 
gazines have reaffirmed the 
existence of unlimited 
support for Israel: “Mil- 
lion a Minute: Support for 
Israel” (Time, 1967,) “Polls 
Show Americans Line Up 
Overwhelmingly on Israel’s 
Side” (Congressional Quarter- 
ly “Middle East,” 1974). “ ‘Je- 
wish Lobby’ Part of the Ame- 
rican Texture” (Washington 
Post 1975). 

Will Americans really “lme 
up” in support of Israel? Could 
it be that a succession of pre- 
sidents prior to President Car- 
ter have been bound by the 
constraints of a strongly pro-' 

Israel public? 

If one only reads the polls 
evaluating American support 
for Israel relative to American 
support for its Arab neighbors, 
then the answer to these ques- 
tions would have to be “yes.” 
Consistently, no more than 11 
per cent (the most recent in- 
dication on a steady rise from 
4 per cent in 1967) of the Ame- 
rican people polled have been 
pro-Arab; while anywhere 
from 38 pea: cent to 56 per cent 
have opted for a pro-Israel 
s tance . 

Let's look beyond the nar-<- 
row confines of a comparison 
of antagonists, an either/or 
choice between Israel and the 
Arab states. By looking at fa- 
rad as just another country m 
a world of nations, the ideolo- 
gical tug of “poor Israd loses 
its power. When Gallup asked 
Americans la 1976 to rate ten 
n ations on a 10 -point “avor- 
able- unfavorable” attitude scale, 
Israel ranked only in the mid- 
dle (65 per cent) ilong vwth 
Italy (68 per cent), Bram (66 
per amt), Argentina (60 per 
£*), and Poland (60 per cent). 
Indeed, favorable support was 
only reh^vdy greater than its 
re mo nafeadversary': Egypt, the 


only Arab state listed, drew 
49 per cent of the favorable 
responses. 

Generally, then, within the 
. broader world view, Israd does 
not enjoy the support that 
news headlines, presidential and 
congressional trepidation, and 
its dator to favored nation 
status would indicate. 

Perhaps, though, American 
support would increase if fa- 
rad were threatened. 

Again this is not true. Bet- 
ween June, 1 967 and April, 
1975 41 per cent to 61 per cent 
of informed Americans polled 
fdt that the best U.S. solution 
to the Arab- Israeli situation 
was to stay out of the conflict; 
5 per cent to 16 per cent pro- 
posed military aid as a policy 
option; less than i per cent to 
5 per cent favored sending 
troops to support farad's secu- 
rity. The consistency of these 
responses did not alter until af- 
ter UR involvement in the 

area escalated with the success 
of the Sinai n apeemeat, “re- 
assessment” of US. support 
for Israd, and the formal com- 
mitment to supply a continuing 
flow of arms into IsracL Even 
after such heavy American in- 
vestment in the well-being of 
farad, only a bare 16 per cent 
.said the government should “do 
whatever is necessary to pre- 
serve and save the State of Is- 
rad, including sending U-S. 
troops if that should be ne- 
cessary.” 

To emphasize further the 
lack of real support Israd has 
in the U.S., when it is carried to 
its logical conclusion in the 
wflHngpess to send American 
troops to defend it, is a 1969 
Harris survey in which Israd 
was ranked last, behind such- 
countries as Romania, Yugos- 
lavia and Kenya when respon- 
dents were asked to rate coun- 
tries as to the commitment of 
troops or nudear devises. 

While this harsh statement 
could be attributed to the -fear 
that the volatile nature of the 
Middle East would involve 
Americans in another Vietnam, 
a 1974 Gallup pod found tha t 
Israel elicited only very wei> ; 
support (12 per cent) for thfc 
Use of UJS. troops in the case 
of her being directly . attacked. 

With only 12 per cent of the 
American people willing to 
commit themselves physically to 
the Israeli nation, has anything 
been bought with all the much 
proclaimed influence, money 
and power of the “Israeli lob- 
by”? 

Robert Trice of Ohio State 
University, developed “a very 
crude longitudinal comparison” 
that nevertheless provides an 
interesting comparison of the 
“activity levels of relevent in- 
terest groups on the one hand 
and general public support for 
Israel and the Arab states on 
the other” 

He found that public support 
for Israel followed a pattern 
totally unrelated to the activi- 
ties of pro-Israel interest 


groups. Indeed, “the relative in- 
crease in pro-Israeli activity 
during 1969-1970 was accom- 
panied by a noticeable decrease 
in general public sympathy for 
Israel during the same period.” 
Support for Arab states, on the 
other hand, held constant and 
even increased toward the end 
of 1970, despite a decline du- 
rum the same period In pro- 
Arab interest group activity. 

He concludes that while "the 
. numerical superiority and big-, 
her activity levels of pro-Israeli 
groups may have succeeded in 
neutralizing the public impact 
of pro-Arab groups, they did 
not succeed in generating and 
maintaining an ovexwhdmingly 
large body of general Ameri- 
can support for Israel” 

The implications of a much 
proclaimed "Israeli Lobby” 
with all its attributed power 
and influence being able to ge- 
nerate only 16 per cent of the 
American people to grant Is- 
rael “favored nation” status, 
goes beyond the question of 
committing troops to defend 
Israel The most important im- 
plication? 

Due to a careless, if not nar- 
row-minded, reading of the 
polls and a dangerous tenden- 
cy to analyze American opinion 
of Israel in toms of Ameri- 
can. opinion of Arab countries, 
the Israeli cause has been false- 
ly credited with more support 
and power than it actually can 
muster. 

Awareness of this insipicni 
weakness is verified by the va- 
cuum left in the wake of the 
controversy of aims sales in 
May. The total impotence of 
the Israeli lobby was bared on 
■the Senate floor as senator af- 
ter senator — notably Abra- 
ham RibicofS — stepped out of 
the magic circle to find that, 
in reality, all their fears and' 
trepidation were in response .to 
a myth that had no real im- 
pact beyond the repercussions 
of a few friends and an incre- 
dibly narrow minority of the 
American people. 

To. continue to give creden- 
ce to a myth of power that has 
no basis in reality can only 
be dangerous and fool-hardy In 
a world where power comes 
from the ability to manipulate' 
world public opinion. Carter, 
increasingly a master in this 
arena, is well aware of the rhe- 
torical possibilities in his sug- 
gestion of commitment of U.S. 
troops to achieve peace in the 
Middle East To interject such 
a proposal now is to force the 
continuing scrutiny of Israel’s 
powerbase in the United States, 
illuminating an emptiness that 
will go far toward weakening 
the excessive congressional res- 
ponse to the necessaxy use of. 
leverage on a reluctant Israel 
Given the accuracy of this 
iurdepth analysis, one is forced 
to wonder if, on inauguration 
day. Carter knew just how li- 
mited American support for fa- 
rad was. If this is true, it 
would go far to explain the ag- 
gressiveness of a policy we /til 
found terribly risky. .

Camp David history 


WASHINGTON— 

Camp David was originally 
constructed as one of the three 
Demonstration Recreation 
Camps on a 10,000 acre tract 
of the-Catoctin Mountains in 
Frederick County, Maryland, 
which wa* purchased by the 
• Department of the Interior for 
a National Park. 

Three camps- Misty Mount, 
Green top, and IE-Catoctin — 
were built in 1937, 1938 and 
1939; respectively, with WPA 
and COC workers, utilizing lo- 
cal timber and stone. Approxi- 
mately 2.5 million board feet of 
blighted chestnut and local oak 
trees were felled; rustic tight 
fixtures were fabricated in 
the blacksmith shop from 
Scap iron. This rustic cha- 
racter is still reflected in 
■ the Camp’s many cabins. 

In April 1942, President 
Franklin Roosevelt, seeking a 
secluded area away from Wa- 
shington, selected Camp Hi- 
Catoctin as the site for the 
Presidential retreat. Following 
tins decision, the entire Ca toe- 
tin Park area was declared a 
security area and the O.S.S. 
trainee^ and a detachment of 
- Marines were stationed in 
Camps Green top and Misty 
Mount for this purpose. Cons- 
truction of the. main lodge and 
minor work required to sup- 
port the president was comple- 
ted during the summer. The fa-; 
cflity was first used by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt in July 1942. 

After the successful attack 
on, Tokyo by Jimmy Doolittle 
and his pilots, President Roo- : 
sevdt named the secrecy-cloa- 
ked camp “Shangri-La” in ■■ 
honor of the mythical location' 
from which he said the bom- 
bers were launched. Hie presi- 
dent frequently visited the 

Camp during the remaining 
yeaxs of his administration,- 
holding conferences with his 
wartime advisors and relaxing 
away from Washington. 

He. was visited at “Shangri- 
La” by Prime Minister Wins- 
ton ^ChurcbiB and Foreign Sec- 
retary Anthony Eden on seve- 
ral occasions, and received the 
repQtls of the initial invasion of 
Italy and Normandy while a ' 
resident at the Camp. 

In 1947, Camps Misty Mount 
and Greentop were returned 
to the Park Service and again 
made available for use by 
school, scouting, and organized 
•civic groups. In 1948, the area 
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was divided into two sections 
with that portion north of Ma- 
ryland Highway 77. designated 
as Catoctin Mountain National 
Park, while the remaining por- 
tion of the original tract was 
returned to the State of Mary- 
land and designated Cunnin- 
gham Falls State Park., 

Shortly after his inaugura- 
tion, President Eisenhower vi- 
sited the Camp and was imme- 
diately taken by it, subsequent- 
ly renaming “Shangri-La” to 
“Camp David” in honor of 
his grandson, David Eisen- 
hower. President Eisenhower 
used Camp David . frequently 
through the next eight years. 

While recuperating from his 
heart attack in November and 
December 1955, President Ei- 
senhower drove to Camp Da- 
vid from his Gettysburg farm 
to preside at meetings of the 
Cabinet and National Security 
Council. Following major re- 
novations in 1957 and 1959, 
President Eisenhower used the 
she to meet and confer with 
several heads of government. 
Prune Minister Harold Mao 
Mil Ian was a guest in March 
1959,' and again in ■ October 
1959, followed by President 
Lopez Mateo of Mexico in 
Octttoa 1959. 

, President LIcras Comargo of 
Colombia and President Char- 
les De Gaulle of France visit- 
ed the Camp in 1960. The his- 
toric visit by Chairman Nikita 
Khrushchev of the USSR ’ in 
September 1959 resulted in the 
coining of the phrase “Spirit of 
Camp David” to describe the 
Soviet-United States detente re- ‘ 
suiting from the conference 
held ia Aspen Lodge.

wrote. 

“Let us therefore consider 
withdrawal: Let our youth

Borg will play founh-seed Vi- 
tas GeruiaitLs. the American 
with whom he has been prac- 
ticing for two weeks. 

Also Thursday, 16-year-old 
Pam Shriver won her quurter- 
final match against Australian 

Lesley Hunt 6-2, 6-0. and be- 
came the youngesi semifinalist 
ever in the American cham- 
pionship. Australian Wendy 
Turnbull, fourth seed, over- 
came the 1 5th seed. Kathy 
May. 3-6. 7-6, 6-3 in another 
quarterfinal. 

Shriver will meet top seed 
and Wimbledon champion 
Martina Navratilova in the 
semifinals. Turnbull plays de- 
fending champion and second 
seed Chris Even, who beat her 
in the final last year. 

Gottfried had been expected 
to give Connors a tough mat- 
ch, but apan from a strong 
push late in the second set. he 
did not really threateo. 

Connors broke his service 
early in that set and seemed 
to be rolling to a quick victory’. 
But Gottfried broke back to 
even it 5-5 after a deuce battle. 
Connors broke back in the next 
game. 

Gottfried got another break 
and forced a tie-breaker. At 
one point in the 12th game. 


Connors hit a cross-eo.un shot 
that appeared to be wide. 
There was no call and the ral- 
ly proceeded. But after Gott- 
fried hit a lob long, the lines- 
man called the earlier shot out 
and the umpire reversed the 
score, giving Gottfried a 40-30 
lead. He served it out easily. 
But having lost the argument 
with the umpire, Connors see- 
med fired up, and he tore th- 
rough the ue- breaker, 7-0. 

Gottfried held service only 
in the second game of the fi- 
nal set. Connors, who had been 
taking his time between points, 
lost no lime in the final set. 

It lasted jusl 27 minutes, com- 
pared with 44 and 61 minutes 
for the first two sets.

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NEW DELHI, Sept. 8 (Ag- 
encies) — Troops and civilians 
fought Friday to save India’s 
city of Allahabad, threatened 
on three sides by rising flood- 
waters from the mighty Gan- 
ges and Jamuna rivers. 

The half a million inhabi- 
tants of India's holy city of 
Varanasi, formerly Benares, 
were Friday night warned to 
be ready to evacuate at short 
noEce as floodwaters swept 
over it. 

Many residential areas in 
Varanasi, a 2,500-year-old ci- 
ty on the Ganges, were under 
fifteen feet (more than two 
meters) of water late Friday 
night and some parts were 
completely cut off. 

The floodworkers in Allaha- 
bad frantically sought to close 
cracks in a 300-year-old em- 
bankment built by Mogul Em- 
peror Akbar to 'protect the 
city, where the two rivers meet 
some 300 miles (500 km) 
southeast of the capital,- New 
Delhi. 

Thousands of sandbags were 
dumped on top of the levee 
banks to raise their height and 
try to stop floodwaters swam- 


ping the city of half a milli on 
people. 

The Bihar state capital of 
Patna was also threatened and 
floodwaters submerged low- 
lying areas of the Taj Mahal 
city of Agra. 

The official death toll 
reached more than 1,300 from 
• he floods which have ravaged 
northern India in the past few 
weeks after the heaviest mon- 
soon rains in memory. 

Defense Minister Jagjivan 
Ram Thursday ordered the 
aimy, navy and air force into 
aciioi to help in evacuation, 
rescue and relief efforts. 

The Taj Mahal, regarded as 
one of the seven wondeZS of 
the world, escaped the -flood- 
ing in Agra. 

The. magnificent white k mar- 
ble monument stands on high 
ground overlooking the Ja- 
muna River. 

The central shopping area, 
of Varanasi was reported to 
be under six feet (two meters) 
of water and several villages 
on the other side of the Gan- 
ges opposite the city were 
completely submerged. 

In other parts of Uttar Pra- 


desh State, the swollen Jaxna- 
na River caused havoc as it 
flooded vast areas in Mathu- 
ra, Brin da ban and Gokul dis- 
tricts. 

The situation eased in New 
Delhi as floodwaters receded. 
Two of four bridges across 
the Jamuna River reopened to 
traffic Friday. 

Helicopters continued to 
drop food to marooned nor- 
thern Delhi suburbs and near- 
by villages. Army boats were 
also out transporting people to 
dry land and delivering emer- 
gency supplies. 

Thursday the government 
estimated the floods had caus- 
ed 910 million rupees (S115 
million) worth of tfamagp to 
c'ops and property. 

Angry opposition members 
in the West Bengal Assembly 
Thursday accused the state 
government of playing down 
casualty figures from the 
floods. 

Eyewitnesses said they saw 
hundreds of bodies floating in 
the floodwaters, but the offi- 
cial death toll in West Bengal 
was only 70. 

Survivors at Ghaial in West 
Bengal told harrowing tales of 
divided families and days with- 
out food.

MOSCOW, Sept. 8 (Agencies) 
— U.S. businessman Francis J. 
Crawford said Friday he has 
received permission to leave the 
Soviet Union and will be on a 
Moscow - to-Franfcfurt flight 
that leaves in the early even- 
ing. 

"I’m sorry to leave," the 37- 
year-old representative for In- 
ternational Harvester told the 
Associated Press by telephone. 
*Tve liked doing business here. 
It was a real challenge.” 

Crawford, who was convict- 
ed on currency manipulation 
charges Thursday but given a 
five-year suspended sentence, 
said his bags were packed and 
he was saying goodbye to his 
fiance. He noted, however, that 
he will return here to visit her 
occasionally. 

The tractor salesman applied 
for an exit visa from the Soviet 
Foreign Ministry on Thursday 
immediately after his Moscow 
city court trial had eneded, but 
was told it could take four to 
seven days to receive. The one- 
day wait was unusually quick 
to receive the visa. 

Crawford. 37, told reporters

outside the courtroom he had 
proved his innocence to the 
court “without a shadow of a 
doubt" and was not satisfied 
with the verdict.

Crawford was referring to 
last month’s prediction by Dr.

BIRMINGHAM, England 
Sept 8 (AP) — Smallpox re- 
search expert . cut his own 
throat after a worker at fas 
virus research laboratory con- 
tracted the disease, an Inquest 
heard Friday. 

Birmingham City Coroner 
Richard Whittington recorded 
a verdict suicide on Prof- 
Henry Bcdson, 48-year-old 
head of Birmingham Univer- 
sity Medical School’s Depart- 
ment of Microbiology and 
Virology. 

Whittington said constant 
inquiries from the press which 
had “harried” Bodsoo's 
household during Britain’s 
firstcase of smallpox in five 
years had been an important 
factor in producing the pro- 
fessor’s mental state leading to 
hi* suicide. 

Medical experts said Bed- 
son’s laboratory may have 
been source of the outbreak 
of the disease. It was sealed 
after Janet Parker, a 40-year- 
old medical photographer. 


contracted smallpox. She is 
reported to be in a satisfac- 
tory condition. 

A suicide note by Bedsoh 
which was read at the inquest 
said: “I am sorry to have be- 
trayned the trust which so ma- 
ny of my friends and col- 
leagues have placed in me and 
my work and above all to 
have dragged into disrepute 
my wife and beloved cfaldiea. 
I realize that this act is the 
least sensible thing I have 
done. but it may in die end 
allow them to get some 
peace.” 

He was found by fas wife 
Ann. at home on Septl bleed- 
ing from the throat and died 
in hospital five days later, the 
inquest heard. A wound near- 
ly eight inches long inflicted 
by a kitchen knife bad cot 
into his jugular vein. 

Whittington said Bcdson 
-was a man of international re- 
pute who had played a great 
part in the virtual eradication 
of smallpox throughout the 
world.
